Clara. No such line of steamers exists, for 
two reasons—lack of water and lack of trade. 
Zapata peninsula is largely a swamp, de- 
scribed in the report of the census of Cuba 
made by Lieut. Col. Sanger as ‘an almost 
impenetrable region seventy-five miles in 
length, with a maximum breadth of fully 
thirty miles.’. 

“The geographical description of this 
swamp and its inhabitants are: On the south- 
ern coast we find the famous swamp of Za- 
pata, extensive and dangerous,+ extending 
from the Bay of La Broa to Caimanera. Itis 
only possible to enter the swamp by the 
southern coast by two or three shallqw ports, 
the principal one being that of the estate of 
Santa Teresa, called today La Maquina. 

* By the northern coast it may be said 
that there exists only one entrance to the 
swamp in the province of Santa Clara. In 
order to reach this pass there are only four 
practicable roads. To go through these en- 
trances on horseback it is necessary to wrap 
the horses from their heads to their knees 
with pieces of hard leather in order to pre- 
vent them injuring themselves against the 
points of the coral, called ‘ dog teeth,’ and 
so that they may endure the journey, which, 
by reason of the nature of the ground, is 
necessarily slow and arduous, as well as 
unpleasant on account of the numerous mos- 
quitoes in the swamp. 

“For the men, it is necessary to carry 
provisions along, because the natives, who 
are the only ones who can live there, live 
exclusively on crocodile tails, mud turtles, 
agouti (Indian rate), and honey. To feed 
the horses it is cut from 
the trees.”

New York, Oct. 18.—[Special. }—Hal! Caine 
arrived from England today on the Lucania. 
He was accompanied by his wife and his 18 
year old son, who is now editor of Household 
Words, and who recently has established a 
“Dickens Fellowship,” an organization of 
admirera of Dickens’ works. 

Mr. Caine, who had not visited the United 
States for four years, has come here to put 
tHe finishing touches to the dramatization 
of his book, ‘* The Eternal City,” the first 
performance of which in this city will take 
place on Nov. 17 at the Victoria theater, and 
he will remain here only long enough to sat- 
isfy himself that the American ee 
is adequate.

But the actual development 
of the Samson and Delilah idea comes later 
in the play, in the scene in the vatican gar- 
den, when the pope induces Roma to tell 
what she knows of David Rossi.”’

CASTRO A VICTOR; 
REBELS ROUTED, 


Venezuelan Forces Win Bat- 
tle Near La Victoria, After — 


Five Days of Desper- 


ate Fighting. 


DEAD AND WOUNDED, 3,000 


Revolutionary Army in Full Re- 
treat—Battle the Greatest 
in Recent Military 
History. 


LA VICTORIA, Venezuela, Oct. 18.—Pres- 
ident Castro has won a notable victory over 
the revolutionary forces. The battle, which 
began last Monday morning, six miles from 
La Victoria, ended Friday night by the Sight 
of the revolutionary army. 

A messenger from President Castro an- 
nounces that 3,000 revolutionists were killed 
and wounded in the five days’ fighting. 


Insurgents in Full Retreat. 

The insurgent army, commanded by Gen. 
Mendosa, retreated in the direction of Villa 
de Gura, abandoning their dead and wounded. 

President Castro personally charged the in- 
surgent army at the head‘of his own troops. 
He took entire charge of the battle, and was 
reckless of his own safety during the entire 
engagement. 

The insurgent forces were commanded by 
Gen. Matos, leader of the revolutionary 
party. He was assisted by Gens. Mendosa, 
Peraloza, and Riera. 


Rebels Held the Railrodd. 

‘Fhe success of President Castro is deemed 
ali the more remarkable from the fact that 
the revolutionists had possession of the rail- 
rcad from Caracas to Valencia, thus shutting 
off reinforcements and supplies. 

During the last days of the fighting the 
temperature rose to 116 degrees, and a vis- 
itor to the scene of the engagement declares 
he never saw such a terrific spectacle as was 
presented’ by the battlefield.

He finds a vast amount of 
poetry and sentiment in the eoul of the aver- 
age inhabitant of Chicago, and as an in- 
stance of thig cites THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®, 
which, he says, makes a feature of * Poems 
You Ought to Know,” and insists that its 
readers should each day of their lives con- 
secrate a few moments to poetry. He re- 
gards this as exercising ‘a strong intellec- 
tual influence on Chicago,”’ and to illustrate 
the point cites some of the poems recently 
published.

Decori stood for an hour looking down 
upon New York from the Brooklyn bridge, 
and he compares the city to a forest of steel 
built cathedrals, commemorating the 4di- 
vinity of creative force and breathing smoke 
from their pointed picturesque summits, 
‘clouds of incense offered to the Moloch of 
commerce and industry.”’

David B. Henderson, now speaker of the 
house of representatives.

Many Years on a Farm.

His district ts a large one, 
fairly well gridironed with railroads, but th¢ 
exigencies of an active congressional cam 
paign frequently require him to ride acrosd 
the country ten or fifteen miles to make an 
engagement. He has thé elasticity of youth, 
and he eats like a farm hand. No det for

sleep, rides on passenger or freight trains, 
drives across country in the morning or 
evening chill, and then eats his way through 
the bill of fare of a country hotel ell uneon- 
scious of the dangers of fried steaks and 
yellow cake streaked with volcanic lava ina 
state of inactivity.

SHAW FOR NEW SHIP BILL, 


SECRETARY OF TREASURY FA- 
VORS AID BY GOVERNMENT. 


Sees Possibilities of Big Gains in Com- 
merce if the Lines to the South Are 
Given Assistance—Cabinet Member 
in Speech at Detroit Suggests Plan 
for a Subsidy Measure—Takes a Les- 
son from the Western Railroads in 
Their Early Days. 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—New 
arguments in favor of a ship, subsidy bill 
were offered by Secretary of the Treasury 
Shaw in an addrese here tonight. 
While he declared he could not give his 
personal approval to the present subsidy bill, 
which has been passed by the senate, Secre- 
tary Shaw said he saw much of good in the 
idea of nation aided steamship lines. The 
plan he advocated would give more aid to 
lines which wouldcarry South American and 
south. African commerce, and he declared 
any progress in cultivating this now unprofit- 
able trade would have to be helped financial- 
ly by the government, as were the transcon- 
tinental railways in their early days. 7

Fighting Cholera at Iloilo. 


The insular health board is doing noble 
work in trying to fight the spread of cholera 
in Iloilo.

Yes- 
terday there were 923 cases and 668 deaths. 
The inhabitants are panic stricken. There 
are constant religious procegsions and the 
natives sprinkle themselves with holy water 
to ward off the disease. They also pray fre- 
quently. The more ignorant flee to the 
mountains, as the prospect of cremation, 
which has necessarily taken the place of 
burial, has a terrifying effect on the minds 
of these provincials. Manila is almost free 
of the cholera. The deaths average only 
three a day. 


Band of Ladrones Defeated. 

About 100 Ladrones who are members of 
the Sandatahans society made an unsuccess- 
ful attack on a party of constabulary in 
Zambeles. The Ladrones had nine men 
killed and twenty others were captured. Sev- 
eral of the latter were spearmen. 

Gen. Bell has been successful in instructing 
the residents of Batangas province in the 
use of American farm implements.

SOUFRIERE ADDS TO HORROR. 


Fourth Eruption of Volcano Since May 7 
Plunges St. Vincent Residents 
Into Deeper Distress. 


KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent, Oct. 18.—The 
eruption of the Soufriere volcano Oct. 15 and 
16—thee fourth terrific outburst since the 
catastrophe of May 7—has plunged the col- 
ony into deeper distress, crippling its agri- 
cultural resources by further devastating 
the arrowroot fliekis and destroying wide 
areas of growing crops on lands which had 
been considered outside the volcanic gone. 
Thousands of young cacao, coffee. and other 
plants were buried under sand which, while 
hot, fell in the windward district Oct. 16. 

Even the Mesopotamia valley, twelve miles 
from the crater, is burdened with sand six 
inches deep. Travel on all the roads in the 
windward district—the only regular means of 
communication between Georgetown and this 
city—is extremely difficult. Refugees who 
left Georgetown for Kingstown, twenty 
miles, Oct. 16, fainted on the way from hun- 
ger and thirst. 

Hundreds of poor persons were driven from 
theig homes by falling cinders and stone. 
The situation is desperate. No lives were lost.

DESCRIBES BATTLE OF TAKU. 


German Officer’s Book Tells How Anx- 
ious the Americans Were to Get. |

BERLIN, Oct. 18.—The advance sheets of 
Josef Herring's book, The Battle of Taku,”’ 
of which engagement he was an eye witness, 
says, discussing American nonparticipation:

The picture of McKinley is in profile and 
about eighteen inches in height. It is in 
one of the four panels, immediately above 
the statue of Roger Williams on the west- 
ern side of the hall. It is a striking likeness 
and is said by the other artists engaged on 
the work to be one of the best portraits of 
McKinley ever painted. 

The portrait of President Roosevelt is on 
the south wall of the hall, to the right of the 
entrance, and just back of the statue of Gen. 
Allen. It is a full view, and shows the prest- 
dent in his khaki uniform as a colonel in the 
volunteer cavalry of the United States. It 
is about nine inches in height; and a more 
complete piece of work than the other. 
Every line and shadow in both pictures is 
absolutely essential to make the imitated 
marble perfect. The lines of the face are 
formed by cracks in the imitated stone, and 
every mark serves a double purpose. 

When the pictures were discovered this 
morning the hordes of capitol guides became 
happy.

$10,000 in Excess o f the Last Simi-

CONGRESSMAN DISCUSSES TARIFF 
IN REPUBLICAN TENT. 


Declares That Congress Should Not 
‘Touch the Tariff, as the Democratic 
Theory of Fighting the Trusts 
Would Work Ruin in the Busitiess 
World—Tardy Methods Would Mean 
Leng Period of Injurious Uncer- 
tainty. 


Speaking for the sentiment of the repub- 
licans of the eastern states, Congressman 
Sereno E. Payne last night urged that con- 
gress let the tariff alone untilit has been con- 
clusively shown that the results of the dis- 
turbance will be of sufficient benefit to offset 


the disturbance of business which he said 


Was sure to follow any disturbance of duties. 
The chairman of the Ways and means com- 
mittee of the lower house spoke to an audi- 


ence of over 5,000 persone in the meeting held | 


in the big tent at North Clark street and 
North avenue in the interests of Congress- 
man Henry S. Boutell. The other speakers 
of the evening were Congressman Foster of 
Vermont and Consul General O. F. Williams 
of Singapore. | 

“The democrats say that the way to curb 
the trusts fs to take the duty from the mate- 
rials which are used by the trusts,’’ said Con- 
gressman Payne. “ They have made up a 
list of 247 corporations which they claim 
come under the head of trusts and insist that 
the only means of fighting them isto place the 
articles they manufacture on the free lst. 
All the trusts that were ever dreamed of 
could not bring as great desolation on the 
country as this measure. 


His Remedy for the Trusts. 


“T maintain that the greatest remedy for 
trusts is the small competitor, who will be- 
come formidable when the combinations get 
to be burdensome. If you take off the pro- 
tective duties, you will destroy these com- 
petitors, as well as the great concerns. 

“By this I de not mean to say that the 
tariff is sacred in all of its provisions. Some 
articles are too high and others are too low, 
perhaps. The great trouble ts that you can- 
not.take the tariff law and change a single 
section of it. The whole law must come up 
for action before the committee on ways 
and means. That means a term of three 
months in the committee. After that is over 
and the new bill taken into the house, it will 
renain there a month, and when the house 
gets through with it, it may stay in the sen- 
ate six months while the various portions 
of it are being passed upon. 

‘‘During all.of this time the manufactur- 
ers are in a condition of unrest. They do 
not know what will be the outcome, and so 
they cease to buy materials. Everything 
stops until the tariff law is settled, and 
that means that thousands of workmen are 
thrown out of employment temporarily and 
great distress caused.” 


Every Issue Is Discussed. 

Every prominent issue of the campaign 
was discussed by Congressman Payne. Con- 
cerning the coal strike he praised the action 
of President Roosevelt and said that the only 
thing that the demecrats had to offer was 
the platform of David B. Hill, of govern- 
ment confiscation of the mines, which would 
take years to accomplish through the courts. 

In treating the statement frequentiy made 
that American manufacturers sell their prod- 
ucts cheaper abroad than at home, Mr. Payne 
charged the critics with taking the retail 
prices in the United States and comparing 
them with wholesale prices on foreign soid 
goods. He prophesied that the Cuban reci- 
procity law, which he deciared was defeated 
by the democrats, would be passed during the 
coming session. He defended the army in the 
Philippines, and gtated that the sthmian 
canal would be constructed without great in- 
crease in the national debt. 

Concerning trust legislation in itself he 


d: 

‘It lies in the power of the state of Illi- 
nois to pass laws which will gr'nd out every 
trust operating within its borders. But it 
is not to be expected that your legislature 
will do this. You know that were all of the 
trusts driven from yourgtate they would 
remove to some neighboring common- 
wealth which had no such laws and operate 
there successfully, paying their taxes into 
its treasury.”’ 

Congressman Payne and Congressman D. 
J. Foster of Vermont met a number of Ili- 
nois politicians at republican state head- 
quarters during the day and held a recep- 
tion. Both congressmen expressed the be- 
lief that the settlement of the coal strike 
in Pennsylvania by President Roosevelt will 
have a good effect on the result of the elec- 
ton. Both congressmen will make speeches 
in lowa and other western states.

PEASANTS RISE IN CANADA 


ARMY OF 1,000 DOUKHOBORS 
MARCHING IN MANITOBA, 


Russian Colonists, in Starving Condi- 
tion from Effects of Their Own Re- 
igious Belief, Demand Food from 
Deminion Authorities—Refuse to 
Use Horses and Cattle in Farm Work 
—Live Stock Seized by thd Govern- 

, ment and Sold for Their Benefit, 


Winnipeg, Man., Oct. 18.—[Special.]— 
An army of 1,000 Doukhobors is reported 
' to be marching on Yerkton to demand food 
of the Canadian authorities. The citizens 
pr Yorkton are preparing to resist the inva- 
sion. 

A German merchant, who is in touch with 
the people, says the Doukhobors camped 
on Thursday night at the Devil's Lake set- 
tlement in order to induce the Doukhobors 
in that district to join their ranks. ! 

Thousands of Doukhobors emigrated from 
Russia several years ago to northwestern 
Canada. They have been a source of con- 
tinual trouble to the Dominion authorities. 


Cause of Constant Trouble. 

Dominion Immigration Agent Smith, inter-' 
viewed tonight, said he could not confirm the 
news of the uprising, but he was now com- 
municating with his agents nearest the scene 
of the reported trouble. The Doukhobors 
‘refuse to go through the usual legal process 
to secure titles to their land, and this has 
caused trouble in many ways. The York- 
ton district, in which the Doukhobors are 
largely situated, is one of the most fertile 
regions in&he Canadian northwest, and has 
been visited by many thousands of American 
land seekers, who have made extensive pur- 
chases. A company of Minnesota and Chi- 
cago capitalists alone have purchased 200,- 
000 acres in one tract. The abandonment of 
their homesteads by the Doukhobors will be 
welcome news to these companies and will 
cause a rush to secure these free grant lands. 


Exodus from Saskatchewan. 

A northern Saskatchewan dispatch tonight 
says that several of the Doukhobors there 
are also leaving their farms and stock, but 
that the exodus is chiefly confined to the 
older people. Many of the young Doukho- 
bors are taking the oath and, entering for 
free grant lands the same as the ordinary 
Americans. 


Colony of Fanatics. 

The grievances of the Doukhobors are sev- 
eral in number. Recently they gave up the 
use of their cattle and horses and left them 
in the stables, while the men and women 
were themselves hitched to the wagons and 
hauled grain and wood to the nearest town. 
All this was done under the religious delu- 
sion that it was a sin against God to use 
cattle or horses as beasts of burd 

In keeping with their old religious belief, 
they also gave up the eating of flesh and 
turned many of their cattle and horses loose 
on the prairie to wander where they might. 
Here the Canadian government authorities 
stepped in, rounded up all the cattle, sold 
them at public auction and placed the pro- 
ceeds to the credit of the Doukhobors, to be 
paid when they demanded it. 

Many of the sect have been weak 
in their religious belief since they found 
the authorities so prompt to act in disposing 
of their cattle, and have demanded the re- 
turn of their stock. This has been refused. 
A band of Russian fanatics dispersed among 
the various settlements has been inciting 
the Doukhobors to strenuous efforts, and it 
is supposed instigated the reported army 
movement upon Yorkton.

On the edge of the page were the 
words ‘Masonic Temple Fraternity Ass'n.’ 
in writing."’

The 
warrant book on which the erasure had been 
made was then offered as evidence, and after 
much wrangling was allowed to go in.

ATTORNEYS HAVING ACCESS AC- 
CUSED BY PRISONERS. 


Charged.That a Regular Schedule of. 
Pretended Prices Is Made, Involving 
Names of All Officials Connected 
with Prosecution, and That Indicted 
Men Pay in Expectation That Their 
Case Will Be “Fixed” and Prosecu- 
tion Dropped. 


Investigation into the alleged conspiracy 
for holding up prisoners while in jail is de- 
veloping some interesting facts. Yesterday 
it was charged that a regular “ schedule of 
prices’ exists in cases where attorneys and 
others who gain access to the jail promise 
to “fix”’ matters so the prisoner may get 
off without beirg punished. 

This pretended schedule of prices is al- 
leged to extend from the judge who is to try 
the case to every person who has any connec- 
tion with it. That is, the “ fixer’’ informs 
the prisoner he must pay these officials a cer- 
tain sum or the case will be prosecuted vig- 
orously.

settled in the manner I have indicated.” 
Seventh Has Many Union Men. 

It ig believed by officers of the militia that 
there are more union workingmen in the 
ranks of the Seventh regiment than any 
other. Col. Daniel Moriarty, its command- 
er, does not look for any great decrease in 
membership on account of the action of 
the State Federation of Labor. 

Every man, when he becomes a soldier 
of the state, knows just what is expected of 
him,” said Col. Moriarty. ‘* This is no new 
question and I do not look for any great 
number of resignations on account of the 
resolution. Of course, if @ man wants to 
leave the service we cannot hold him. He 
need not even resign. He can absent himself 
from all drills and meetings, and after a 
reasonable length of time he wil! be dishon- 
orably discharged. The men know all about 
their duties, however, and they all believe 
in maintaining law and order. That is what 
they are for and I have always found them 
willing to stand by their oaths,

**] remember a case in point during the 
railroad strike in 1894.

Union Officer Says Terms Given 


‘by President Differ. from 
Those of Owners. — 


‘Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—The 
sentiment among the anthracite miners 
seems to be reversing. At first there was a 
great deal of grumbling and talk of a split 
‘in the convention. Today’s dispatches from 
the coal centers-indicate that the miners feel 
peace must be had, and that dissension over 
the terms would be idle and unprofitable. 


. All of the locals in the Scranton district | 


that did not elect delegates to the Wilkes- 
barre convention yesterday completed the 
task today. Careful inquiry throughout dis- 
trict No. 1 shows that a great majority of 
them will stand by President Mitchell and 
vote to accept the terms proposed by the op- 
erators. The published declaration of Presi- 
dent Mitchell that he is satisfied with the 
terms of settlement has greatly simplified 
the situation here. 


President’s Offer Is Different. 


District President Nicholls stated today 
that the proposition which the’ miners will 
be asked to accept does not come from the 
coal operators, but from President Roose- 
velt. This proposition was made to Presi- 
dent Mitche!l while in conference with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, at Washington, on Tuesday 
last. President Roosevelt's proposition dif- 
fers from that of the operators, but in what 
respect cannot be'learned. The strike lead- 
ers do not entertain the slightest doubt that 
the proposition will be accepted. This morn- 
ing Secretary Dempsey of district No. 1 sent 
word to the officers of the locais in his dis- 
trict notifying them not to give out any 
more aid until they received further notice 
from headquarters. 

At the headquarters in this city the great- 
est satisfaction prevails. That the conven- 
tion will accept arbitration is taken as a 
foregone conclusion by the commercial in- 
terests of the region. Business has already 
begun to boom. 


Problem of Engineers and Firemen. 


The engineers and firemen who came out 
in response to the strike order of Juney 2 
are now the principal stumbling block to 
unanimous action of the coming convention. 

The big exodus of miners from the region 
since May 12 has reduced the available col- 
liery. employés to a number more in keep- 
ing with the actual demand for their services, 
and removed one of the conditions that led to 
the strike, an excess of laborers that made 
employment unsteady. There will be plenty 
of places for all the miners who are now in 
the anthracite field. 

It is different with the engineers and fire- 
men who obeyed the strike call at a greater 
pecuniary sacrifice than the ordinary miner. 
In many instances the men who took their 
places were given assurance of being re- 
tained by contracts which were made for as 
high as three years. The mineworkers in- 
sist that the old men be reinstated. It is be- 
lieve the union will assume the support of 
any of the steam men who fail to secure satis- 
factory positions. ; 

The locals in the Wilkesbarre district have 
been generally instructed to vote for the ar- 
bitration proposition, and so far as reported 
the uninstructed delegates all over the coal- 
field will be guided by what President Mitchell 
advises. This he has already indicated will 
be for adoption of the proposition. 


Plans of the Arbitrators. 


It is understood that only the big coal car- | | 


rying and coal producing roads will figure in 
the investigation, as the independent opera- 
tors will fall in line with whatever may be 
the final decision. The sittings of the com- 
mission will be held principally in New York 
City and Wilkesbarre, the former being the 
headquarters of the operators, where all 
books and data necessary for the investiga- 
tion will be at hand. Theminers’ headquar- 
ters will remain in Wilkesbarre. 

The outcome probably will be the adoption 
of the sliding scale of miners’ wages, by 
which the pay will be based on the selling 
price of coal. There probably will be a trial 
of the nine hour day, in accordance with the 
suggestion made by Carroll D. Wright. 

President Mitchell said tonight: 
personal knowledge Mr. Morgan has been 
trying to settle the coal strike ever since he 
came back from Europe two months ago. If 
others had been, as fair and reasonable as 
Mr. Morgan was, the strike would have been 
settled a long time ago. 
about Mr. Morgan’s financial interests com- 
pelling him to seek a settlement of the 
strike, but I am informed that he has felt 
keenly his responsibility to the public in 
connection with the fuel famine and has 
done his best to bring about the end. 

‘** Both Mr. Morgan and Mr. Cassatt of the 
Pennsylvania railroad were working for a 
settlement when President Roosevelt made 
his last and successful movement. Mr. Mor- 
gan could not have been forced to do some- 
thing which he had been trying to achieve 
for several weeks. . 

‘*‘T make this statement in justice to Mr. 
Mosgan.” We do not fear him, but prefer his 
friendship. I am credibly informed he is 
friendly to organized labor. As an organizer 
of capital he concedes to labor the right to 
organize also, and when labor organizations 
are fair and conservative he believes in 
dealing directly with them. It is this rela- 
tionship which the United Mine Workers 
of America seek in the anthracite field, and 
we invite Mr. Morgan to codperate with us 
in securing a permanent and scientific solu- 
tion of the labor problem in this region.’’ 


PANIC AT A FIRE IN ALBANY. 


One Man Killed and Scores of Dancers 
Narrowly Escape Death in Burn- 
ing Building. 


Albany, N. Y., Oct. 18.—[Special.}—One 
fireman was killed, several were injured, and 
a number of persons narrowly escaped death 
in a fire which deéstroyed the Tower & 
Brooks’ company’s Boston store, one of the 
largest dry goods stores in the heart of the 
business district. For a time the entire dry 
gocds section was threatened. 

Thomas Ward, a pipeman, slipped from 
the top of a ladder and fell thirty feet, break- 
ing his neck. 

At the time the fire started a dance was in 
progress in a hall on the top floor‘of the 
building. Escape to the street was cut off 
by the flames and twenty-five men and wom- 
en were lifted out of the front windows and 
helped over adjoining roofs. Several women 
were burned, but none was seriously hurt. 

The structure was once the residence of 
former Gov. Willlam L. Marcey, and one of 
the historical spots in Albany. Ten minutes 
after the fire was discovered flames were 
coming out of every window and neighboring 
buildings were ablaze in many spots.

Fifth—It was agreed that the wage scale. when 
adopted. should be at an hourly rate, and that ten 
hours should constitute a standard day’s work. 

Sixth~It was provided that the agreement 
should take effect.on the following Monday and 
expire Feb. 1, 1904.

Seventh—‘' The above conditions having been 
agreefi to os perfectly fair by all of the parties 

Of this conference it is now agreed that the wage 
scale sha!] be considered by the conference. If an 
anreerment cannot be reached it is agreed that the 
scale of wores shall he submitted to a board of 
ardifration whose decision shall be final and bind- 
ing upon all the parties hereto. This of 
arbitration shall consist of four members, one of 
which shall be chosen by the committee attending 
thip. conference with vower to act on behalf of the 
Wholesale Grocery Employés’ union, one shall be 
appointed by the executive board of the Chicago 
Federation of Labbr, and two shall be appointed 
by the gentiemen named above, representing the 
employers. In case this board of arbitration so 
appointed «hall be unable to agree they shall 
jointly appoint a fifth member of the board of 
arbitration, which shall then decide upon the wage 
scale, which shall be binding upon all the parties 
hereto; and in case during the term of this agree- 
ment any misunderstanding of the agreement it- 
self, we any further difference shall arise between 
the Wholesale Grocery Employés’ union and their 
empigyers. these further differences shall be sub- 
mitied to arbitration and decision in the same man- 
Provided above.”’

Prof. Adolph Lorenz gave the last of his 
public clinics yesterday afternoon at Wes- 
ley hospital, and will devote the remainder 
of his stay in the city to private operations 
and consultations. He will cont.nueto make 
daily visits on Lolita Armour, to.treat whom 
he came from Vienna, and wil) attend a num- 
ber of patients in wealthy families. 

‘Two cases of congenital dislocation of the 
hip were opereted on yesterday, and one of 
contracture of the knee and ankle from in- 
fantile paralysis. Prof. Lorenz treated the 
contracture by the bloodless method. Not 
an incision was made nor a bone removed, 
but the chords and tendons were stretched 
and drawn until all parts had become supple, 
when they were put into proper positions 
and held there by plaster of paris casts. 


Says Old Method Was Dangerous. 
“The former way of treating such cases,” 
gaid Dr. John Ridlon, whose clinic was given 
over to the Austrian, ‘“‘ has been to cut the 
ligaments and then remove the knee cap, 4a 


| dangerous operation and one frequently re- 


By Prof. Lorenz’s 
method the patient will be able to walk in 
geven months, although a brace will have to 
be used.”

IMinois Training School Management 


Sends Notice That Its Present Agree- 
ment to Supply Attendants Will Be 
Closed a Year Hence—Inability to 
Meet All the Demands Upon the In- 
stitution Is the Reason Assigned— 
No Reference to Recent Charges. 


The Illinois Training School for Nurses, 
which for fifteen years has provided nurses 
for the Presbyterian hospital, has notified 
the trustees of that institution it will termi- 
nate the existing contract a year hence. 

After the. recent coroner’s investigations 
at the hospital, many of the medical staff 
said they favored severing the relations with 
the training school and the establishment 
of a hospital school. The action of the 
nurses’ institution forestalls the doctors and 
also makes possible the realization of their 
wishes. | 

The reason, for the withdrawal of the 
nurses, given in the letter by Mrs, William 
Penn Nixon, secretary of the training 
school, are that the hospital has grown so 
that enough nurses cannot be provided. It 
is impossible to increase the number of pu- 
pils to keep up with the demands of the Pres- 
byterian and county hospitals, both of which 
are served by the school. Acordingly it bas 
been thought best to cut off one in order 
to do justice to the other. No reference is 


ficlent management by the nurses. 


Dr. Arthur D. Bevan, president of the fac- 
ulty of the hospital, said he had not received 
word of the change. | 

“If the contract is terminated,” he said, 
“a year’s notice ‘will have to be given us, 


.There has been some friction in the past, 


although the work has been generally satis- 
factory. No immediate-steps will be taken 
for arrangements to supply the hospital with 
nurses, hut unquestionably we will establish 
our own training school. This has some 
advantages over any other system, and has 
been adopted in most of the large hospitals 


in the’ city.” 


Ernest A. Hamill, president of the board 
of trustees, would not say what course would 
be followed in providing nurses. 

“TI have not heard of the notice,” he said, 
“though if forwarded it would be entirely 
regular and legal. It will give us a year’s 
time to think what we should do.

Unable to Supply Two Hospitals. 


In her letter Mrs. Nixon writes that in the 
fifteen years the contract has been in force 
the “relations have been most agreeable 
and harmonious, and, we believe, mutually 
advantageous.”’ 

“About two years-ago,” continues the 
letter, “‘ those most intimately acquainted 
with the work of the two hospitals began 
to fear that sooner or later we should be

DETECTIVES SEE MORE THAN A 


COINCIDENCE. 


Persian Palmist Reported to Have Dis- 
appeared from His Chicago Haunts, 
and Almost Simultaneously a Wom-

R. A. Haleel, a Persian, who would read 
your future in your palms or cure the rheu- 
matic twinges in ‘your mustles with equal 
celerity and success, is missing from his 
“‘parlors’’ at 270 Michigan avenue. At the 
same time the villagers of Monroe, Wis., are 
agog over the prolonged absence of Mrs. 
John Ohl, wife of the “‘ richest man in the 
town,”’ her husband being credited with own- 
ing many farms in the country roundabout. 

From local detectives it is learned that 
when the seer forsook his Chicago haunts 
he left many creditors to mourn the loss of 
unpaid bills, and that one young suburbanite 
had been separated from several thousand 
dollars by an art no less effective because 
less magical than that by which the Persian 
essayed to peer into the beyond. 

On the other hand. the Wisconsin woman, 
Who was one of the Persian’s patients, is al- 
leged to have taken with her some $2,500 
and negotiable papers of considerable value 
which were hers. ~ 


Sees More than Coincidence. 


Detectives are working on the case in the 
interests of Ohl and of the suburbanite, and 
they say there is something more than a 
-coincidence in the disappearance of the man 
and woman. When the Persian is found he 
not only will have to account to the husband, 
but must face a charge of embezzlement, 
which the detectives assert has been made 
against him by the suburbanite. 

Haleel came to Chicago from New York 
in the early summer and opened offices in 
the Michigan avenue house. He advertised 
himself as a palmist and seer, and claimed 
to have unusual powers of healing. Mrs. 
Ohl is said to have made frequent trips to 
Chicago to receive treatment for rheumatic 
attacks. The woman is about 40 years old 
and is reported to have considerable wealth 
in her own right. 


Haleel Gives Age as 70 Years. 


The Persian gave his age as 70 years and 
attributed his youthful appearance to his 
own unusual healing powers. He was of 
slender, wiry frame, with black, keen eyes, ‘| 
almost white hair, and mustache whose ra- 
ven glossiness suggested the barber's art. 
To strangers he appeared many years young- 
er than the age he gave. : 

About a month ago, according to detec- 
tives, Haleel suddenly left his offices. A 
week later Mrs. Ohl informed her husband 
she was going away for a short visit with 
friends, and she, too, disappeared. A week 
later Chicago detectives, who had been em- 
ployed by Ohl to find his wife, and by Chi- 
cago creditors to find Haleel, learned that 
the two were in Madison, Wis., but before 
they could be apprehended ‘they had again 
disappeared. |

PACKERS ALL REPUDIATE 
NEW JERSEY CORPORATION. 
J. W. Dekay, Interested in the “United 


States Co.,” Says an Independent 
Business Is Contemplated. 


Nothing but denial was expressed yester- 
day by local packers when mention was 
made of the reports from New York thatthe 
United States Packing company, capitalized 
at $1,000,000, is the long deferred ‘ beef 
trust."" Even the Chicago man connected 
with the new corporation scoffs at the idea, 
though his noncommital remarks throw an 
air of mystery about the scheme. 

Except J. W. Dekay of the North American 
Beef company, no one here has been men- 
tioned as interested in the company, and 
such men as George J. Brine of Armour & 
Co. and James H. Meagher of the Hammond 
company do not know him. 

Dekay has offices in the rooms occupied 
by the Mexican Transportation and Steam- 
ship company in the MajJlory building, 226 
La Salle’ street. The offices of the North 
American Beef company are on the same 
floor. 

**In the first place, let me say that this 
new company is not a part and has no inten- 
tion of joining the trust,’’ he said. ‘‘Itisa 
bona fide corporation to do business along 
legitimate lines. It is not connected with 
the North American Beef company. I can- 
not say when it will begin business or where. 
I cannot say who is back of it or who its 
officers will be except that Iam to be one. 

“ The North American Beef company was 
organized two years ago, and as yet has not 
done any businéss. It is building a $300,000 
plant in the town of Uneapan, 150 miles west 
of the City of Mexico. It will slaughter cat- 
tle and hogs for the Mexican market.”’ 

From the remarks of Dekay local stock 
men believe that the United States Packing 
company is but an outcome of a scheme 
planned years ago for exploiting the Mex- 
ican, Central and South American markets. 
Others believe that it is simply a scheme to 
appropriate a name-and open up a business 
for the purpose of forcing the alleged trust 
to buy it out. All agree that the big pack- 
ers are not back of it.

MAY HAVE MISSOURI SLAYER. 


Atlanta, Ga., Officers Hold a Soldier as 
Fugitive Under Sentence to 
Be Hanged. 


Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 18.—Atlanta officers are 
positive that George Burrus, the United 
States army soldier arrested at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, is George Taylor, wanted in Sulli- 
van county, Mo., for the murder of the 
Meeks family in 1804. The man enlisted from 
‘Butte, Mont., but now admits that he came 
from Sullivan county, Mo. 

Burrus, or Taylor, had letters and pictures 
and other documents which indicate that he 
is Taylor, the fugitive. 

The murder of the Meeke family, for which 
William and Géorge Taylor were convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged, was committed 
on George Taylor’s farm in Sullivan county, 
Mp., on the night of May 10,1804. Thecrime 
was committed when Gus Meeks and his 
family were leaving the country, the sum of 
$800 and a team having been given Meeks for 
that purpose by the Taylors to secure them- 
selves from prosecution on various charges, 
of which he was cognizant. The Taylor 
brothers escaped, but William was recap- 
tured and hanged.

STAGG COMPLIMENTS SANFORD. 
Maroon Coach Says the Purple Offense 


Was Strong and Required Time 
to Solve It. 


Director Stagg—I think Mr. Sanford has 
made good his claims. Northwestern had 
an uncommonly strong offense. It was new 
to our team, and therefore we had more 
difficulty in stopping it than if we had had 
any idea of what they were going to try. 
They had some idea of what offense we would 
use. As soon as the man carrying the ball 
for Northwestern struck our line all the rest 
of their team got behind him and shoved. 
It was a pushing rather than a 


game. 

In the first half Northwestern ned 
considerably through Robert Maxwell. The 
reason for this was that Maxwell, instead 
of playing low, rose up when the play start- 
ed. He was repeatedly thrown back, adding 
his weight against his own team. In the 
second half he corrected this fault and the 
big gains stopped. I attribute the improved 
play of Chicago In the second half to the 
fact that the mén went in with a more de- 
termined spirit, which countel for. a lot. 
The fact that Northwestern began to make 
such large gains toward the end of the half 
is to be attributed partly to Catlin’s saving 
himself. He did not get into the play and 
stop Northwestern's offenée.

Larry-Temple, Tom O’ Rourke’s black, who 
laid away Jim Driscoll and Jack Beau- 
scholte in three and one rounds respective- 
ly, will tackle Billy Stift, the north side 
middleweight, in the windup at the Ameri- 
can Athletic club tomorrow night. 3 

The match, from a simon pure slugging 
viewpoint, looks the best that has been ar- 
ranged here this season. But little was 
known in Chicago anent Larry’s fighting 
abilities before he met Driscoll, but the 
whirlwind manner in which he waded into 
the hardy Norwegian blacksmith and the 
decisive mannerdgn Which he put him away 
boomed his fighting stock skyward. | 

Driscoll, while but a third rate fighter, en- 
tered the ring agdinst Temple filled with 
the idea he could not be knocked out. Hard 
as wrought nails and the owner of a wallop 
hard enough to drop any man of his weight 
for the count of ten, it was odds on that 
Larry would not only not snuff Driscoll be- 
fore the expiration of the sixth round but 
wonld himself be extremely fortunate if not 
sent into dreamland. The match when ar- 
ranged, therefore, had all the earmarks of 
a rough and ready go, with a knockout finish 
to it. And such it proved to be, with the 
white man taking the count in the third 
round, but only after two rounds of terrific 
exchanges, at the end of which Jim was as 
good as Larry. The Jjatter’s method of 
fighting, although far removed from scien- 
tific principles, made a hit with the crowd, 
and when, a few weeks later, he sheived 
Beauscholte before the end of the first 
round he was voted “ a fighter.”’ 

In Stift he will meet a tougher and more 
experienced boxer than either Driscoll or 
Beauscholte, a man with the punch which, 
if he lands it, will see Larry's downfall. In 
point of real downright science Stift out- 
classes Temple, but the latter demonstrated 
in his previous contests here that science, 
while an important factor in the game of 
fisticuffs, can be offset by strength and bull- 
rushing tactics. 

Billy, during his pugilistic career, has met 
Tommy Ryan, Kid McCoy, Jack Root, and 
numerous other high class scrappers. They 
went at him in true hit and get away style. 
Temple will not do that. His method of 
‘milling does not call for it. With him it will 
be a continuous performance of wild rushes 
and a flinging around of long, black arms in 
hit or miss fashion. This sort of battling 
will be a novelty to Billy, and may, as in 
the case of DriscoM and Beauscholte, make 
him forget whatever knowledge he possesses 
of the finer principles of the game. Should 
such be the case the contest will resolve 
itself into a wild and woolly slugging match, 
with a victory to the man that first succeeds 
in locating the right spot with his gloved 


fist.

Balfour’s Show of Courage. 

Mr. Balfour has surprised and pleased 
éven his opponents by the virility and cour- 
age of his utterances during the present 
week. He seems to have dropped the role 
of a dilletante politician, which has some- 
times given the impression of weakness on 
serious occasions. He is now showing the 
qualities of a vigorous, aggressive states- 
man who is thoroughly in earnest. 

It fe clear that the extra session of pariia- 
ment is going to prove quite lively enough 
in scenes of partisan controversy to keep up 
the public interest, perchance imperil the tra- 
ditional dignity of a body which Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain déscribed the other 
day as the ‘‘ Natural personification of the 
national qualities which have made us 
great.’ One member was suspended amid an 
indescribable uproar, and even Sir William 
“Vernon Harcourt was rebuked by the chair 
during the first two sittings. 


Russian Designs in Near East. 

The uneasiness in official circles, especially 
in Great Britain, in connection with the Rus- 
sian designs in the near east, is increasing. 
The story is repeated that Russia is pressing 
Turkey to revive the treaty of 1833, under 
which the porte, if it had not been abro- 
gated, would have passed under Russian 
protection and virtual control. 

It is pointed out that as the Russian am- 
bitions in the far east have been checked, if 
not thwarted, by the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance, Great Britain can hardly complain if 
the scene of Russian activity is transferred | 
to the eastern Mediterranean. There are 
even signs that Great Britain may be pre- 
paring to make some concessions. 


Public Is Not Alarmed. 

In this connection the Spectator today 
makes these extraordinarily complacent 
comments anent the possible opening of the 
Dardanelles to Russian warships: 

“We trust the British people will consider . 
the question carefully before they rush to the 
conclusion that British interests must be 
greatly damaged. That German and Aus- 
trian interests will suffer most seriously, and 
also French interests, owing to France’s 
interests In the Levant, we do not deny; but 
now that we hold Egypt we have no special 
interests in the Turkish end of the Mediter- 
ranean. 

“As we cannot hope to make the Mediter- 
ranean a British lake, the more numerous the 
naval interests and powers in the Mediter- 
ranean the better for us. We may hold the 
neneee though we cannot enjoy the monop-* 
cly, 
“It would be foolish for us to lead any 
movement to check Russia in the Levant. 
Our object should be to provide a safety 
valve for Russian activity, and not still fur- 
ther to check her expansion, and so provoke 
an explosion in which India may be in- 
volved.” 

Criticism for Brodrick. 

Even English sentiment is republican 
enough to resent the bestowal of foreign 
decorations upon official representatives of 
this country. The kaiser was good enough 
to bestow the grand cross of the Red Bagie 
upon Secretary for War Brodrick when he 
attended the German maneuvers a short 
time ago.

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IRISH WILL WIN. 


Predicts British Are Near Gi- 
gantic Surrender in Land 
Disputes. 


TELLS OF RECENT SCENE 


Declares Majority Sat Cowed 
When John 0’Donnell Voiced 
Wrongs of Native Land. 


(BY T. P. OCONNOR.} 
LONDON, Oct. 18—I have seen many 
strange and exciting scenes in the house of 
conmmmons, but that of Thursday was the most 
strange and most exciting. It deserves se- 
rious notice aé a symptom of and cléw to 
the present political condition. 

John O’Donnell, the chief character there 
in, is not the kind of man one would expect 
to see figure in such a scene. He is one of 
those men who show the remarkable power 
of Irishmen rising equal to great situations, 
however humble. and unpromising their 
origin. He was born ina little cottage on one 
of those small patches of land in the weat 
of Ireland, which are nrost remarkable spec- 
imens of the wreckage of centuries. Yet 
he speaks eloquently, chastely, and the 
strong physique of the peasant is surmounted 
by a face of sweetness and refinement as 
well as of vigor. : 

To see this ordinarily quiet young man.ad-, 
dressing the whole house for a quarter of an 
hour amid a din which was tempestuous and 


| in violation of every rule of order, with the 


speaker, ministers, and all shouting, and the 
majority helpless, and then afterwards to eee 
him cross the floor of the house, and, stand- 
ing in front of the prime minister, who eat 
pallid with a sickly smile on hs face; to see 
this was one of the most curious proofs of how 
honest passion and Indignation created by 
oppresison can cow even the most powerful 
of tyrannies, 

Majority Cowed by O'Donnell. 
Of all the points of that terrible scene, fos 
it was terrible, the most remarkable was 
the absolute helplessness, the cowed Inac- 
tion of the unionist majority, so divided and 
harassed by the sense of the irresistible 
doom coming hourly upon their leaders thai 
they cannot conceal their depression and 
are made impotent by panic. And‘there was 
the other reason that the specter of Ireland, 
which was supposed to be laid, had risen 
again, more menacing than ever. | 

And, finally, there was perhaps some sense 
of shame at the feeling that this man, who 
was calling for the right to be heard in the 
house of commons, had been gagged in Ire- 
land by systematic persecution worthy of 
Russia at her worst. He has spent eighteen 


yronths in fait during the last three or four 


years, and has been dragged from platforms 
by the police before he opened his lps, 
he was recently subjected to a sentence 
which is an example of deliberate ferocity, 
his last sentence of six months; Oct. 14, hav- 
ing been so given by. the magistrate that 
. O’Donnell has to spend six weeks on a plank 
bed and nine days on bread and water. 

All this suffering of the past and to come 
was written in legible letters on the pale 
face and in the excited eyes of this ordinarily 
quiet gentleman. This, perhaps, was why 
the ministerialists sat cowed, helpless, and 
abashed at the scene, one of the signs of 
some great coming change. : 


Irish Expect Great Victory. 

It is impossible to foretell what this change 
will be, but for a good reason Irishmen 
hope it may take the shape of a startling, 
gigantic surrender. One of the most im- 
portant portents is the eagerness of nine out 
of ten of the landlords to attend a confer- 
ence with the Irish leaders. The move- 
ment is only kept fron! triumph by the fact 
that the leaders of the landlords are wealthy, 
with estates In England, and are therefore 
independent of Irish agitation, and because 
they are, besides, ‘politicians first and land- 
lords afterward.

t is, nevertheless, evident that the termina- 
ton of the coal. strike in the United States, 
which has been so closely watched by both 
sides here, is about breaking the backbone 
of the French strike. | 

Both the mine operators and the miners 
at last show signs of coming to an arrange- 
ment. The figures of Titanic losses result- 
ing from the strike of 157 days’ duration in 
the United States are published prominently 
in French newspapers and serve as a salu- 
tary object lesson to both the capitalists and 
to the miners. 


Enthusiastic Over 

Public opinion In France is enthusiastic tn 
regard to the success of President Roose- 
velt’s act of mediaton between the enormous 
interests involved. Indeed, President Roose- 
velt is regarded here as the strongest inter- 
national personality that has come to the 
front since the disappearance of Bismarck 
and Gambetta. The American president's 
personal prestige is enormously enhanced by 
two recent exantrples—first by his fearless 
entry into @ new sphere of action as the 
mediator between capital and labor, and, 

Secondly, by the precedent he has given to 
European statecraft by submitting the dis- 
pute between the United States and Mexico 
to The Hague arbitration tribunal, a prece- 
dent which is to form the subject of an in- 
terpellation in the chamber of deputies of M. 
Deloasse, the minister of foreign affairs, by 
Baron 4’Estournelles de Constant, 
of Sarthe, who, with Leon Bourgedis, pres 
ident of the chamber, is a French canenae 
of The Hague tribunal. 

The initiative of President Roosevelt in 

being the first to utilize The Hague tribunal 
was enthusiastically and unanimously com- 
mended at the national peace congress, 
which opened on “Wednesday at Toulouse 
under the presidency of Frederick Passy. 
‘The name of President Roosevelt was 
there coupled with that of the emperor of 
Russia, who created The ¢ tribunal, as 
the great pacificator of the age. 
The national peace congress at Toulouse 
decided to offer a vote of thanks on behalf 
of humanity to President Roosevelt for the 
object lesson of the inestimable value he pre- 
sented to Europe by opening the road to 
peaceful arbitration.

Submarines Found Wanting. 

The important series of naval maneuvers 
to test the efficiency of the submarine tor- 
pedo boats for coast defense has beeen re- 
sumed this week at Cherbourg. In rough 
weather the results by no means confirm the 
optimistic conclusions reported by the naval 
authorities on similar maneuvers, which re- 
cently took place in fair weather. Yester- 
day the ironclad division of the northern 
squadron, accompanied by the destroyers 
Cassini, Fauconneau, and Durandal, re- 
turned to the roadstead after terminating 
the fourth and last series of combined ma- 
neuvers with the submariné flotilla. 

Following the resuming of the operations 
on the first day the squadron weighed an- 
chor at 8 a. m. and maneuvered off Barfleur. 
In the evening it anchored at St. Vaal with- 
out having sighted the submarines. ‘On the 
second day-the ironclads and destroyers 
again weighed anchor at 8 a. m. and at- 
tempted to force the passage of a channel 
marked by buoys. — 


Warships Force a Passage. 

The duty of the submarines was to pre- 
vent this operation from being executed, 
The squadron, in line formation, protected 
by the destroyers, forced @ passage at full 
speed. Three submarines were sighted, but 
they were at too great a distance to attack 
with any chance of success, and the attack- 
ing division scored a complete victory. 

This result is cited by Marine Minister 
Pelletan as justifyjng his decision to modify 
and defer the plan for the proposed 
fieet of submarines. :

| of warfare. Yesterday’s trials seem to show 
that the high epeed of the modern battie- 
ships and cruisers, especially in heavy 
weather, will prove an adequate protection 
against the dreade@ submarines.

pay for any kind of treatment, and most of these are growing up to be 
“dependents upon a poor family or upon the state. 

Perhaps one-fourth of these are being treated in our various hospitals 
and dispensaries. But dispensary treatment often is unsatisfactory, as the 
parents do not appreciate the necessity of having the patient seen by the 
surgeon as often as is required, and so do not bring them unless it is con- 
venient; thus braces and dressings are neglected. And our hospitals hesi- 
tate to accept them as charity patients because the course of treatment is 

_ often a long one, and several other cases with acute diseases can be cured 
and discharged while one of these is being treated. 

Comparing these figures given above with the statistics for other classes 
of dependents, we find that there are in the state of Illinois more than 


twice as many crippled and deformed as. there are blind, deaf and dumb, . 


and feeble minded put together. Why is it that we have institutions for 
the care of all these and none for the crippled and deformed? The thief 
reason, doubtless, has been the idea of the public that deformities were 
incurable.. A sort of superstitious feeling or prejudice has long existed in 
the popular mind against doing anything for deformities, ~ 
How often have we heard the expression, “‘ Better let it einsic or you 
will make the matter worse?’ The cripple was considered a. a help- 
_less object for whom nothing could be done. 
That is a mistake. Modern surgery has shown us that many s these 


cases can be cured and that many more can be improved and made active, 
useful members of society instead of helpless objects of charity. ‘< 


If some of our philanthropists could see one of these pitiful, unhappy 


efor years and being shared with one of them for more than half my lite. 


And T do not hesitate to declare that in their new country they have ac- 


quired greater independence of character, more sincerity of speech, and, 
what is worth still more, they prefer to the fetishism of noble titles true 
and sound democracy. As for their. beauty, it is needless to say that it is 
marvelous.

The Italian woman is physically beautiful if she is a brunette. She is 
extremely béautiful if to her dark eyes, to her skin tinted by the sun, .to 
her rosy mouth she adds a blonde head.of hair. Artistic, passionate, ignor- 


ant, modest, she immensely pleases the man of the north. 


The Frenchwoman is serpentine, feeble of aspect, and indefatigable in 
the most terrible struggles. of love, full of grace without being beautiful, 
triply feminine abd triply delightful. Her impertinent little nose, her 
small features, her superb mouth make her adorable, seductive, and 

enchanting. As for her morals, she is amiable, clever, coquettish without a 
rival. She exercises a greater influence over men than the Italian because 
she is generally more cultivated, more sympathetic, and more fascinating. I 
might also say that the language she speaks, so elastic and delicate, appears 
to the best.for expressing the feminine mind. 

The Spanish woman is. magnificently and: sovereignly beautiful. Feet 
and hands of extreme smallness, with, great open eyes like windows in a 
palace of Parian marble bronzed by the oriental sun, curves which palpitate 
with life; splendid locks of hair which sometimes envelop her’ completely 
like a garment. Extremely religious, extremely ignorant, extremely jealous, 
and extremely indolent is her character. She has a just pride given by her 
extraordinary beauty and full cognizance of her power of slaying man with . 
a glance or causing him to slay himeelf, of having in her hands the key 


ana which will not at once be given up. 

What I have said does not apply with full force to the control of s0- 
called public service industries, or those which may become. virtual

The public welfare is superior to private rights, and in extreme cases 
undoubtedly there is a reserved power within the state competent to 
control for the time being, or until the evil is corrected, all such rights 
in the public interest. But the question as presented for discussion implies 
a fundamental change in our permanent policy, of general application, and 
I have so considered it. 

What we may reach in the slow. process of development no one can 
say, but the important thing at present is that there shall be some plan, 
fair to both sides, workable under such conditions as now exist in the 


- United States. The voluntary system at least proceeds along the line of 


least resistance. It is perfectly true,that it has not entirely prevented 


labor troubles, but, such troubles still exist in New Zealand. 


The voluntary joint committee, both parties being represented, has met 
with a large measure of success, both in England and in this country. 
Personally, I believe that the hope of industrial peace for the present lies, 


which it is effected almost summeste to the heedless that they try it on their 
pastor. You need not specially prove his disqualifications; you need only 
create unrest. This introduces a condition of nervousness in pastor and 

people that interferes with laying wise plans for work far ahead, and, be- 
yond a doubt, hurts immeasurably the spirituality of all. 

Is this all? What encouragement is there for bright young men to enter 
the ministry? Are they encouraged by the thought that when they are 
qualified by rich experiences their services may likely end? Young -meu 
want a business that will largely: keep through life. Will they not reason 
out that in some other sphere they can all through life be doing for the 
Master in some other calling? Today there are hardly half a dozen abso- 
lutely flourishing theological seminaries in the land! In vain do the boards 
of education plead! It is not a prevalent skepticism that is so keeping 
them away. There never has been in our land a more consecrated Chris- 
tianity than today! Phe unreliability of a stable service is everywhere 
suggesting to earnest, strong, far seeing young men that possible deadline— 
that possible ending of life when it should live the most! 

That deadline! It is the horror of many a minister. No wonder the 
fine, ambitious, Christian fellow says: “No. I want to live so I can work, 
I want to work so I can live long for the work. I will not imperil my use- 
fulness after I am in the 40s!” Of course a mistake; he ought to waik 
by faith. Well, so ought the church he serves! 


~ . Now, one way is for the churches to make the unsettling of pastors 


harder. The strong men and women of the church should stand by one 
another in defense. I know an instance where one man saved his minister 
and saved his church from dishonor and wreck by simply rising when the 
trap was about to be sprung and saying: “ If this thing is done there will 
be a fight!” “Who will do the fighting?” “I will!” and the cowards 


slunk away.

Twa 
states, New York and Minnesota, have established public hospitals for their 
treatment; there are semipublic hospitals in several of 
our larger cities. In Chicago one small home has been 
doing what it could with its limited nieans, and for 
several years has been accomplishing “wonderfully | 
good results, but it can reach only a comparative few. 

We need a larger public interest in these poor 
unfortunates and proper institutions for their treat- 
ment. The greatest good probably could be accom- fam 
plished by an.endowed hospital where all such cases [eee 
could be received, and those who could pay small fves #unnae 
would help defray the expense of the'destitute, with 
an income from the endowment to meet the annual 
deficit.

But every year their bishops and presiding elders consider the requirements 
of every church and every minister, and no minister can be retired from 
active duty somewhere without vote of his conference; the presiding elder 
must give every minister some work to do. | 

The final outcome is that all the churches need 


to undertake a definite pensioning of deserving cler- - 


gymen who are out of work and salary and who 
need support. _In strict justice, considering that 


be a system of pensioning surely, in cases of need, 
in line with pension systems in the army and navy, 
in educational institutions, and in government civil] 
service. Churches should make getierous annual 
offerings to this cause, just as to missions and like 
causes. 

Then each denomination should have its large 
endowment fund, with its interest to help make up 
for the annual deficiencies. I know of no other line 
in which a rich man can turn his wealth that will 
compare with this misunderstood, neglected, and 
deserving charity.

richest, finest wines of famous vintages 
one man in each establishment leads the 
life of an ascetic. He must deny himeelf 
all the luxuries of the table that the patrons 
may enjoy them to the full. : 

He is the wine taster. 

He may not smoke, drink, or eat rich foods, 
but must live the rigorous, abstemious life 
of a hermit. Otherwise he lores the deli- 
cate sense of smel! and taste which enables 
him to make his livelihood. 

Every hotel and restaurant of importance, 
every important wholesale and retail liquor 
house employs a wine expert. He 
upon the quality of all brands handled by 
his house. He works on an empty stomach 
and makes his tests through the senses of 
sight, taste, and smell. 

The use of tobacco would dull these senses. 
The use of liquor would have the same effect. 

He must be temperate to the point of total 
abstinence. In addition to these conditions 
the expert must be wel) qualified in the 
science of wines. 

He must be able, for instance, if two glasses 
of champagne be set before him—one of the 


* 
] N order that the patrons of fashionable — 


vintage of 1864 and one of the vintage of 1858 
—to tell readily which is which. There are 
a half dozen vintages which he can tell sim- 
ply by taste. 

His knowledge of the red wines must be 
profound. Among the red wines of France 
‘he must be able to tell those of Garonne from 
those of Burgundy and Dauphiny. Of the 
Gironde red wines he must be able to dis- 
tinguish between Chateau la Fitte, Chateau 
la Tour, Chateau Margaux, and Haut Brion. 
Of the Burgundies of the Cote d’Or he must 
be able to distinguish the Chambertin, the 
Richebourg, and the Clos Vougeot as readily 
as the artist can tell the paintings of _ 
master from another. 


In the white wines his knowledge must i 


as accurate. He must be able to tell the 
champagne of Silvery from that of Ay, that 
of Rheims from that of Epernay, and be 
able also to tell their best vintages. Among 
other white wines he must know those of 
Sauterne, Barsac, Preignac, and Bommes, 
the Spanish white wine of Xeres, and the 
German white wines of Johannesburg, Stein- . 
berg, and Hockheim. 


Another important division of his work is 


embraced by the whiskies and brandies. He 
must be able to tell at a glance whether 
brandy has been aged in glass or wood, and 
he must’ be able to designate the districts in 
which is has*beem distiled. 

His salary averages.about $40 a week. 
Occasionally it is lower, and in some of the 
famous hotels, such as the Auditorium of 
Chicago, the Waldorf-Astoria of New York, 
the Bellevue of. Philadelphia, the Touraine 
of Boston, and the Raleigh of Washington. it 
is much greater. 

‘Tre wine expert's work is done on an empty 
stomach, because his’ senses are at their 
keenest then.

He had to 
watch them carefully when the car put on « 
burst of speed, and now gnd then to pluck 
them back by thelr coat tails to keep them 
from jumping out of the window in their 
fright. Then, too, he said that many of 
them had families of from fourteen to twen- 
ty-two children, and that the paterfamilias 
would also insist that at least fourteen of the 
children were under 6 years of age, and 
should be transported free, while the rest 
were all under 12 and should not be asked 
to contribute more than half fare.

But 
their success has been sudden and without 
ihe assistance of the professional “ puffer.'’ 

It may be interesting to relate how the 
musical traffic game is worked here. There 
are scores of musical journals in Berlin, for 
example—several in English, but most in 
German. Some of them are reputable and 
work along consistent lines. But they are 
exceptional compared with journals which 
devote themselves to “discovering new 
stars’’ for the operatic and musical firma- 
ment. As a rule these journals deceive no- 
body but the misled débutante or the young 
man who believes himself endowed with the 
genius of a Paderewsk! or a Joachim. They 
struggle along for months and years some- 
times before they land into the net of the 
professional ‘‘boomer."’ They are con- 
vineed of their own artistic worth, but can- 
not discover how to be able to convince a 
languishing public of that fact. 

Then, presto, along comes the glib critique 
who has access to drawing rooms, to the 
afternoon receptions, and pink tea parties. 
He smirks and smacks his lips. Talent! 
Lota of ft! Shame the young lady or man 
hasn't had a “coming out’ or the proper 
sort of booming. With an eloquence which 
cannot be gainsaid, Herr. Critique con- 
vinces the despairing young aspirant that 
there is only one ‘‘ open sesame,"’ only one 
door. through which the aspirant may step 
from obscurity into the full glare of a great 
public triumph. All that he needs is a lit- 
tle judicious advertising. 

“Why, adds the loquacious critique, 
suddenly becoming confidential and glanc- 
ing warily about to avoid being overheard 
and as though dislodging a great secret, 
‘“‘why, every great artist will tell you In 
confidence that but for the judicious adver- 
tising and booming it would have been im- 


possible to make the workaday world stop —

long enough in its selfish whirl-to take no- 
tice of him.” 

If the student is alone and unprotected 
the game is so much easier. If he or she is 
accompanied by a parent, the glib boomer 
makes it his business to reach them and 
convince them also that there is no other 
way to success than through the medium of 
his Weekly Critique. ; 

*“‘How much do you usually charge for a 
full sized boom?” I once asked one of these 
professional sharks who showed a willing- 
ness to become confidential about his trade. 


His eyes twinkled, he knocked the ashes 


from his cigar, and replied finally: “ Waal, 
that depends upon how much the young foo! 
is got.” 

These facts would perhaps not excite sur- 
prise on the other side, because the art of 
booming is pretty well developed there as 
well.. But it is only in its embryonic stage 
there. Here it is a science, To Europe come 
the victims burdened with liberal allow- 
ances, and they make easy prey. It would 
be astonishing, however, to reveal on how 
wholesale a scale the traffic is conducted and 
the amount of revenue obtained by these 
mulcting processes. . 

After the victim has been convinced that 
there is a royal cut by way of advertising in 
the Weekly Critique the rest is easy. A hall 
is rented by the débutante. Free tickets are 
distributed like snowflakes. Next morning 
after the premiére the Weekly Critique con- 
tains a full page half tone picture of the “ tri- 
umphant American " and several columns of 
adjectives.

Officer Killed in 


T is only a watch, old “ turnip ’’ shaped, 
with a thick glass and curious figured 
face, yet it holds within its golden cov- 
ers the power to tell the drama of a young 
man’s life, his sorrow, joy, ideals, strug- 

gles, and disappointments. Lastly, it heard 
the singing bullet that stilled an ambitious, 
patriotic heart and caused to be written on 
its inner.case: “* Maj. Theodore Winthrop. 

“ Killed at Big Bethel, June 15, 1861. 

Aged 82 years,’’ 

At 32 he lay dead, his name on the roll call 
of American ‘authors and Afierican heroes, 
the first officer in the first battle of a terrible 
war. He was picked out and shot by a sharp 
shooter because where he went men rallied 
and followed him. His body was found and 
buried by the enemy. The gold watch, a 
sword, and pistol were removed and ziven 
to soldiers. The sword, which had been 
buckled on the young officer by a’ friend, 
bore the friend’s name, and at:first’it was 
supposed he had fallen. Later, by request, 
these things were returned to Gen. Butler, 
who sent the watch to the dead man’s moth- 
er, with words of appreciation and condol- 
ence. The southern commander by whose 
effort the things were founda and :eturned 
refers to the owner of the watch as “ young 
on who fell while gallantly leading a 

‘ 

The young man’s body was removed to 
New Haven and buried with military honors 
beneath a simple granite cross. 

The watch, the property of two genera- 
tions of Winthrops preceding, after the death 
of Theodore Winthrop’s mother, became the 
possession of Mrs. Marian Winthrop Taylor 
of Chicago, neice of the young major. By 
her it has been kept and honored. together 
with the memory of ‘her handsome uncle, 
whom she recalls as her first teacher in the 
art of writing. 

Theodore Winthrop, direct descendan | 
the stern, revered, first governor of Mase 
chusetts, was different from others, even as 
a child; deeper, more sensitive, passionate, 


and religious. At Yale he won honors, but he | 


finished broken in*health. Several} years’ 


travel abroad made the boy aman. On his | 


return he went into business: went abroad 
again, and, staying only a‘little while here 
on his return, he sailed for Panama in the . 
employ of a steamship company. After a 
year of wandering through the isthmus and 
up the west coast of this country he came 
back once more to New York. 

The following year he entered the law and 


politics, going to St. Louis to work in the 
law office of a friend. Here he lived out the 
short, pathetic romance of his life. In spite 
of youth, beauty, and talent. his life seemed 
bent toward sadness. He met and loved a 
young woman who seems never to. have been 
attracted by all there was in him to attract. 
Finally, and apparently reluctantly, she be- 
came engaged to him, but on his_return to the 
east she wrote and broke off the engagement. 
His grief was deep and bitter. Lines came 
about the large, dark eyes; and his thoughts 
found expression in poems which might have 
softened more sens tive heart. Possibly 
they did have their effect, for a few years 
later the young woman wrote him a letter of 
repentance and contrition, which, unfortu- 
nately. sever reached him. She had written .

it while staying in a small German town and 
delayed mailing it until she reached a larger 
place. On the day she arrived at her desti- 
nation and before the letter had left her 
hands she read in the American papers of the 
death of her gallant lover. 

After his return to the east from St. Louis 
he devoted himself to writing. Within a 
short time he had finished ‘‘ Cecil Dreeme,”’ 
Edwin Brothertoft,”" John Brent.’’ The 
Tanoe and the Saddle,” “‘ Life in the Open 
Air,” and.other papers. Today many think 
his masterpiece fs an’essay on his friend 
Frederic Church's picture, ** The Heart of 
the Andes.”’ 

When the civil war began he and his broth- 
er enlisted in the Seventh New York volun- 
teers. The Atlantic Monthly, then in the 
hands of James Russell Lowell, had pub- 
lished one of. his earMest and best short 
stories, “Love and Skates.” At this time 


appeared his sketches of the camp life of 


these gay young soldiers. The regiment re- 


turned after a- month, but Winthrop, wish- 


ing to be ih the midst of the struggle, stayed 
as military secretary to Gen. Butler. 

As a staff officer he was not obliged to 
enter the fight at Big Bethel, but, seeing his 
party about to be driven back, he put himseif 
at its head and was last seen mounted on a 
log shouting to the men to * Come on!’”’ 
** He fell nearer to the enemy’s works than 
any other man went during the fight,’’ said 
Gen. Magruder.

Nature gave Edwin Booth 
the form and mask for Hamlet and Brutus. 

To Mr. Manefield she has been less kind. 
His Brutue is a robust, stocky man, one 
whose face expresses determination, strong 
@ill, and a seriousness bordering on stern- 
ness rather than the refinement and sensi- 
tiveness fancy expects to find in the features 
ofa noble and scholar such as was the great 
Roman. And yet, despite these unfavoring 
externals, Mr. Mansfield’s Brutus, by virtue 
of the skill and art that are employed in its 
portrayal, is unfailingly interesting, fre- 
quently quickens the pulee of the hearer and 
rouses his imagination, and in several places 
rises tb the heights of undeniable greatness. 
It is an essentially robust Brutus, and there- 
fore it is that the oration in the forum and 
the quarrel with Cassius in Act IV.—the two 
big points in the rodle—are the scenes in 
which Mr. Mansfield touches the great. No 
other Brutus that the present generation of 
playgoers can 1 has struck with such 
ringing power the note of firmness and con- 
scious right as does hein the quarrel scene. 
It ie an achievement that tells of genius and 
would alone serve to make his Brutus mem- 
orable. 


But there are other moments of similar 
worth. Whenever the text admits of em- 
phatic or impassioned treatment, there Mr. 
Mansfield is heard to advantage. It is his 
tendency to treat all parts of the text thus, 
however; that constitutes the one great flaw 
in his present work... The result is overim- 
pressiveness, and so marked was this fault 
on the opening night that it was the chief 
thing that made the reserving of critical 
estimate desirable. The watching of a per- 
formiance later In the week brought the 
pleasant knowledge that this fault had in a 
large measure disappeared, and while it was 
still noticeable in places it was not an- 
noyingly prominent throughout as it had 
been on the previous occasion. 

The soliloquies in the garden, the aside to 
Cassius in the capitol scene (“ By your par- 
don, I will myself into the pulpit first ’’) the 
short conversations with Lucius, the con- 
ference with the generals in the tent—all 
these and kindred less important speeches 
need not be delivered with more emphasis 
than is used in average stage conversation. 
Brutus soliloquizing on the state of Rome 
would scarcely indulge in elaborate gestur- 
ings; welcoming his friends to his home 
would be simply and quietly done, even 
though the meeting were one of moment; 
apologizing to Lucius for having previously 
chided him for mislaying a book which the 
boy had not seen would be done in a smiling, 
kindly fashion that had in it nothing of the 
majestic or grandiose. Brutus was 4 man 
great enough of soul and mind to be able to 
be simple in manner. It Is increased light- 
ness that Mr. Mansfield’s Brutus wants to 
make it eminently satisfying. Tenderness 
it possesses—the affection for Portia, the 
love for Cesar, the touching pathos of the 
grief at Portia’s death, these are incidents 
of remarkable beauty and power in the art- 
ist’s work—but the contrast, the relief, the 
final artistic finish that lightness in the less 
important and purely conversational mo 
ments in the tragedy would give is needed 
to round out and perfect the portrayal. 

Of the actor’s habit of stopping short 
after “for,” “but,” and similar 
conjunctions placed at the beginning of a 
line, while they mar the oothness of his 
reading, they are one of his mannerisms 
and must needs be accepted. There is so 
much of high merit in hie work that these 
may be regarded merely as the spots on the 
sun. A uniformity in the pronunciation of 
* Cassius "’ by the various players might be 
advisable, however. Mr. Mansfield speaks it 
as if it were in two syllables, the majority of 


his associates make it distinctly three. 


Of the support, the Casca of W. H. Denny 
stands out in memory as an impersonation of 
admirable strength and definiteness of out- 
line. The actor catches and finely expresses 
the bluntly sarcastic, distrustful spirit of 
the character, and, combining it with the 
necessary suggestion of a nature slightly 
coarse fibered and cross grained, makes the 
part one of the most noticeable in the entire.

Barry Johnstone is fortunate in possessing 
a lean figure and a voice peculiarly hard and 
nasal—two gifts that fit him to give the 
spare, cynical Cassius with effectiveness.

sional tendency to overemphasize and 


ine a bit in the climax of the quarrel 
palsy his portrayal is one that satisfies and 
merits warm commendation. 

Arthur Greenway is as fine a Cesar as one 
could ask to see, looking the part, and de- 
livering the pompous speeches of that un- 
equaled egotist with excellent effect; Ear- 
nest C. Warde makes a satisfactory Deci- 
mus, and Alfred Mansfield suggests well the 
boyish braggadocio and the immaturity 
of Octavius.

HERE was nothing important brought out at the thea- 
ters on Monday night. The greatest novelty was 
“ Everyman,” seen at Mendelssohn Hall under Charles 
Frohman’s management. I saw “ Everyman” in Lon- 


time. It has had a success over there—not a great suc- 
cess, but it did not need a great success to make it a 
paying venture. There are not more than half a dozen important 
roles in the cast, though there are seventeen people in all, but 
only one or two of any real importance. Miss Matthison, who 
played the part of “ Everyman’”’ in London, is playing it here, 
and so far as I know God and tae Devil and all the others are the 
same. No names are given in the program, which contains merely 
a synopsis of the play. There was a large audience at Mendels- 
sohn hall to see the first performance, and I will not deny that 
it was an interested audiencé, but I doubt if many of the 
same people go to see the play again. One wants to see it 
once out of curiosity, but it is a strain on the nerves to sit steadily 
for two hours listening to a play the lines of which are spoken 
in monotonous tones, and in which there is littlé or no action. 
The play is virtually in one act and there is rio cha to move 
about or speak to one’s neighbor until after it fs all over. 

** Everyman” preaches a moral, as plays always did in the 
centuries gone by, and it preaches this moral in the form of a 
parable. The critics seem rather to have liked it, but it is not a 
play that they could well gush over, but it gave them an oppor- 
tunity to write little essays on morality plays, of which they took 
advantage. I imagine that there is a larger audience for plays of 
this sort in London than there is in New York. Mr. Frohman, 
however, has announced that he intends to bring to this city 
everything that attracts attention on the other side of the water, 
so it will not be necessary for good Americans to go to Paris or 
even London before they die.

Real estate corporations limited in sphere | 

of action and subject to restrictions intended 
‘to prevent the organization of a central 
trust will be legalized in. illinois if.the efforts 
of the real estate board can bring it about. 
- This'is the result of a special meeting of 
the board held on last Wednesday, on which 
occasion the arguments for and against cor- 
porations for the first time since the matter 
was brought up touched the real merits of 
the question. According to James B. Gallo- 
way, one of the most ardent supporters of 
the measure, who has heen working for years 
toward just such action of the board, there 
are real estate corporations in Lllinois now, 
but solely for the purpose of laying out and 
operating—graveyards. 

Mr. Galloway caused a hearty laugh when 
he said: “ The state now permits the organ- 
ization of corporations for at least one kind 
of real estafge, that is, the establishment of 
graveyards, and it is a well known fact that 
‘these subdivisions for the dead, at least here 
in Chicago, are profitable real estate invest- 
ments.’ What we want is the foundation of 
corporations to handle real estate for living 
tenants."’ 

Nearly every advocate of corporations 
made the assertion that the real estate mar- 
Ket in Chicago now is bad. ‘‘ The market,” 
said B. A. Cummings, “ie like some South 
Water etréeet peaches, all very nice on top 
when. looked at through the rosy gauze, but 
rotten*at the bottom. Handling of real es- 
tate wow requires much more capital than 
the individual investor is able and willing to 
_ into ft, and big buildings, as a rule, can 

only beput up by subterfuges which are really 
wiolations of the law. Real estate corpora- 
tions Will make the capital required for an 
active market availablie.’’ 

R. GC, Givins, who has handled vast areas | 
of lan® in subdivisions, called attention to 
the fact that the old time syndicate, advo- 
cated by some instead of corporations, would 
not fill the bill because they created undivid- 
ed intereste, which in case of failure or death 
of any. member would tie up the entire tract 
for years. In case of corporations, on the 
other hand, the shares became personal prop- 
erty, ae readily transferable as railroad or 
industrial shares. 

The opponents bee corporations had much 
the worst of the arguments. Referring to 
New York, with ite $65,000,000 real estate 
trust. B. A. Fessenden said that during the 
first five months of the present year Chicago 
had put twice as much money into industria! 
| buildings amaNew York did, and the last year 

Chicago expended $6,000,000 for new fac- 
tories, when New York came in with only 
$4,000,000. He also denied the assertion that 


in New York was solely due to corporations. 
The latter, he said, wouldcreate vested rights 
which in later days, when corporations would 
have to be abolished az a public calamity, 
would prove serious obstacles in the develop- 
ment of real estate. 

Joseph Donnersberger maintained that 
_sorporations would prove an unnatural stim- 
wlant bound to be followed by reaction. 

“ These corporations,” he said, “‘ will bring 
@ lot of boomers to Chicago, who have noin- 
terest in the city. They will confine their 
Teal estate dealings to the selling of stock 
Certificates, and when no more can be sold, 
then there will be a crash, worse than we 
hed it in '93.”’ 

The warning’ voices, however, were decid- 
edly in the minority, and the report of a spe-: 

,clal committee, consisting of Louis A. See- 
berger, EB. A. Cummings, James B. Gallow 


R. BE. Ismond, was adopted by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. 

This report is against permitting corpora- 
tion’ doing a rea) estate brokerage business, 
but it favors such organizations for the 
purpose of purchasing, leasing, improving, 
holding, letting, conveying, and mortgaging 
real estate under certain restrictions. 

The latter are in the direction of limiting 
the life of real estate corporations to periods 
of from twenty-five to ninety-nine years 
and provide for the immediate sale of the 
real estate involved when the corporation 
ceases: no corporation is to acquire land for 
agricultural purposes; the capital stock of 
no corporation, or any consolidation of sev- 
eral corporations, is to exceed $5,000,000; no | 
corporation is to sell lots unless al! improve- 
‘ments, such as paving, sewers, water pipes, 
and sidewalks, have been provided, and, 
finally, no corporation shal! handle any other 
real estate than such as is expresaly de- 
acribed in its charter.

To make the hair glisten you can touch the brush with a 
little ofl of sweet almonds. Pour a few drops in the palm of 
the hand, rub the brush upon the hand and go over the hair 
swiftly. Do not use more than three drops if the hair be 
inclined to natural oil. But dry hair can be made to glisten 
by this method of brightening it. 

Dandruff destroys hair, and no hair can be pretty if there 
is dandruff in it. Keep the hair clean and clear and you will 
stand a better chance of improving your beauty. The im- 
portance of this will be apparent if you will shampoo your 
hair, dry it so that it shines, and then will have it fully waved. 


‘Now arrange it so that it lengthens your face a little if you

Glycerin and water will not mix well, but if you will 
combine them, half and half, and wet the hair you will be 
rewarded with a little stiff wave which is better than no wave 
at all.

How to Keep the Hair in Curl. 


Society women who are delicious in all their ways have 
a fashion of moistening the front hair with violet water. 
The cologne is not allowed to touch the scalp. The hair is 
made damp with it, and is then rolled in thick, soft curls, or 
in wads of paper. The following morning the hair is pressed 
with hot trons, each curl being given a warm squeeze. This 
will keep the hair in wave all day the hottest weather. 

There is a marvelous hair curling preparation which is 
similar to that used upon the hides of animals to produce an 
artificial crinkle in the fur. It stays in, but, alas, it is painful 
to the scalp, and as it destroys the roots of the hair it is 
better not to know its secret. | : 

The old fashioned quipce seed curling fluid is not at all 
bad. Take a tablespoon of quince seeds and add two table- 
spoons of water, Let simmer, strain, and just barely touch 
the hair with the mixture. This will make the hair stiff, but 
it will “stay in,”’ and there are times when one wants the

hair to remain in curl, no matter how stiff it may feel to the 


fingers.
